NEW YORK, April 6.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch. Copyright, 1900, by the New 
York Tribune.] The Tribune’s Lon- 
don special, dated April 7, says 
that a game of counterstroke has 
been played on both sides with suc- 
cess. Methuen has entrapped a small 
body of Boers near Boshof, surround- 
ing them and taking fifty-four prison- 
ers after four hours’ fighting. His 
force included the Imperial Yeomanry, 
whose exploit will be a popular one in 
England, where great interest has been 
taken in this body of rough riders and 
crack shots. The casualties were nearly 
equal on both sides, apart from pris- 
oners. This episode throws little light 
upon the mysterious operations which 
Methtren has been conducting north of 
Kimberiecy. It indicates the facility 
with which the British commanders 
can adapt themscives to the guerrilla 
‘warfare inte’ which Boer tactics are 
rapidly degenerating.

The Boers have followed up thetr suc- 
cess at Koorn Spruit by a similar 
stroke aimed against Roberts's line of 
communications. They surrounded 
three companies of Royal Irish Rifles 
and two of mounted infantry near Red- 
dersburg, about forty-five miles south 
of Bloemfontein, and, after a fight last. 
ing nearly twenty-four hours, com- 
pelled the entire garrison to surrender. 
Gatacre was ordered up from Spring- 
fontein, and the Cameron Highlanders 
from Bloemfontein, but Reddersburg 
was reached too late for rescue. 

Roberts did not have definite news of 
the surrender of the force when he 
sent the bulletin, but there was little 
reason to doubt that the five com- 
panies were on their way to. Pretoria. 
The news of this second setback was 
accompanied by an official list of 
killed, wounded and missing at Koorn 
Spruit, with total casualties reported as 
450. There were no fresh details of the 
Reddersburg affair at midnight. The 
new tactics followed by the Boers have 
a dispiriting effect upon § thoughtless 
observers who had fancied that the 
war was virtually over, but veterans 
in the service are not disconcerted by 


them, nor seriously alarmed at the ab- 


surd estimates printed by sensational 
newspapers. The strength of the Boer 
raiders is rejected’ in offidial circles 
as unworthy of credence. Instead of 
having 20,900 men and being in readi- 
ness to invest Bloemfontein, the Boers 
are not believed by cautious experts to 
have more than 5000 or 7000 burghers 
in action. 

The campaign in the north was fatal 
to them, an@ they were forced to 
adopt new tactics, and attempt a series 
of counter attacks. The veterans are 
surprised that this has not been done 
before, that Roberts's, Methuen’'s 
and Buller’s lines of communication 
Have not been repeatedly raided.

HAD A NEWSY DAY. 


LONDON AND THE DISPATCHES. 
{A. P. DAY REPORT.} 

LONDON, April 6—[Dy Atlantic 
Cable.) The War Office at about 4 
o'clock today posted the dispatch from 
Lord Roberts announcing Lord 
Methuen's capture of fifty-four Boers 
and the killing of Gen. Villebois 
Mareuil, the chief of staff of the Boer 
army. This news had been out only a 
few minutes when a second dispatch 
wap bulletined, reporting the loss of 
five companies of British infantry. 
Both dispatches were issued in time to 
be printed in the last editions of all the 
evening newspapers. 

The lost companies are probably part 
of the force guarding the railroad at 
Bethany, thirty miles south of Bloem- 
fontein. The re are evidently 
operating tm force near the railroad, 
and there is a bility of the line 
being interrupted for a brief period at 
any time. 

In the death of Gen. Villebois Mareuil 
the Boers lost their best-instructed sol- 
dier in continental methods of warfare. 
As the late Gen. Joubert’s chief of 
staff, his brain devised the Boer de- 
fenses against Gen. Buller’s advance 
to the. relief of Ladysmith. He is sup- 
posed to have chosen the gun positions 
and to have laid do 
trenches. He disposed the Boers at 
the center, from which they were sent 
massed to the defense of any. of 
the wide arc. Gen. Villebois areull 
was the most capable of all of the for- 
eign soldiers serving with the Boers. 
He had written occasional interesting 
letters to French correspondents. 

As the captured British soldiers were 
in a position to defend themselves for 
nearly twenty-four hours and were 
then forced to surrender, the fighting 
must have been severe. The Boers 
were also in force yesterday five miles 
from Jagersfontein, situated sixty- 
eight miles up from Bloemfontein. 
They had a brush with the British pa- 
trols. 

Advices from Springfontein, dated 
April 5, 6 p.m., announce that the Boers 
have been sighted west of the railroad. 
The following dispatch has been re- 


ceived: 

“KIMBERLEY, April 5.—Since the 
departure of the main body of 
Lieut.-Col. Chamier remains in com- 
mand of the garrison here.” 

The departure of any considerable 
body of troops has heretofore been un 
mentioned in the censored cables. 
Methuen was last reporte! at Kimber+ 
ley ten days ago, and the supposition 
is that he is advancing with main 
force from Kimberley to the relief of 
Mafeking.

NO NEWS OF DISASTER. 


PUBLIC KEPT IN IGNORANCE. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 

LONDON, April 7, 4:30 a.m.—[By At- 

lantic Cable.!] Not a word regarding 
the disaster at Reddersburg has been 
allowed to come through, except the 
dispatch of Lord Roberts. It is there- 
fore impossible to form any notion as 
to what has happened. Meanwhile 
the British public is beginning to real- 
ize the immense difficulties to be over- 
come, even before Pretoria is reached, 
and is reviving premature ideas with 
respect to the time when the war will 
be over. No one believes now that it 
will have ended by the beginning of 
June. 
. The latest disaster more particularly 
illustrates the heavy task involved in 
helding the railway. This body of 
some five hundred British troops, 
without guns, which disappeared so 
completely within thirty-five miles of 
the great British army, had for its 
business to guard a section of nearly 
ninety miles of railway between 
Bloemfontein and Springfontein. If it 
could thus be spiriten away, how is 
Lord Roberts to insure his continually 
extending communications? 

Other pertinent questions are being 

asked of the successive ‘‘unfortunate 
occurrences.” The foremost is why do 
not the British troops entrench? It is 
argued that if this had been done, even 
500 men might have held out until re- 
inforcements arrived. “It cannot be 
concealed that the utmost alarm is 
beginning to be felt. It is said that 
the Boers who captured the British at 
Reddersburg belonged to Olivier’s com- 
mando. If so, he has not retired north, 
and hopes are_epressed that he may 
still be cut off. 
It is asserted that 4000 rebels sur- 
rendered during Gen. Clement's north- 
ward march. The Boers will do their 
utmest to hold Ladybrand and Thaban- 
chu, both being rich grain-producing 
districts. It is said that most ef the 
prisoners captured at Boshof are for- 
eigners.

NEW YORK, April 6.—A_  corre- 
spondent of the World, writing from 
Pretoria, March 1, says: 

“The world knows no finer example 
of heroism than that exhibited by 
fourteen women on one of the five 
days of fighting around Spionkop. A 
strictly family party of Boers, fourteen 
men and their wives, were intrenched 
in one position, and held it with 
amazing bravery against a small force 
of British. For a long time the men 
fought incessantly, and kept their 
wives busy reloading their rifles. 
Finally, fifty British soldiers, with 
fixed bayonets, charged on the tmh- 
trenchments. As they came closer, the 
Boer men crept over the earthworks, 
‘and while the women began shooting, 
tried with the butts of their rifles to 
hammer back the British. Before their 
wives’ eyes, every one of the fourteen 
Boers were killed, baynoetted or shot. 

“The fourteen women, so quickly 
widowed, never thought of surrender, 
but fought most valiantly and coolly 
for half an hour. ~The British sur- 
rounded them; not one of the fourteen 
survived to mourn her loss. Two days. 
later, when the British forces retired 
across the Tugela, twenty-eight corpses, 
fourteen men and fourteen women, 
were found within a radius of 100 feet. 
Now there is a big, long mound where 
rest the bodies of as brave a band as 
ever fought for freedom. 

“Scores of women have been in every 
commando’s laager I have visited, and 
only one has been without her rifle and 
bandolier—Mrs. Joubert, wife of the 
commandant-general of the Transvaal 
forces. But their bravery does not rob 
these women of any womanly quali- 
ties—love, tenderness, gentleness, pity. 

“Not far from the Pretoria laager 
I found a young Boer woman under 
the canopy of one of the big trekking 
wagons. Her tears were falling so 
‘copiously that they moistened her 
dress waist. She was about 19 years 
of age, comely and fairly well dressed. 
It is nothing strange to see a Boer 
woman weeping. There is not one but 
has either father or brother or many 
relatives in the war. But this one’s 
grief was so extreme that I stopped, 
and found she spoke in English ex- 
ceptionally well. She told me her sis- 
tes had been killed by a sharpshooter 
the day before. 

“She was my twin -sister, and we 
never passed a day apart,” she said, 
between her sobs. ‘It breaks my heart 
to think that she lies over there under 
the ground.’ 

“She pointed to a mound of fresh 
earth with limestones around it and 
over it a short distance away. She 
told me, too, her: father, that the 
brothers and innumerable relatives 
were firhting. 


“*Ouch! Ouch!’ she exclaimed as her 


arms suddenly twitched. Then she 
saw a small hole in the sleeve of her 


dress just above the elbow. 


“*Have you been wounded?’ I asked. 
“Oh, yes,’ she replied rather lan- 
guidly. ‘A buuet grazed me, and

A. J. Pillsbury of Tulare, 
proxy of W. P. Ratcliff, spoke of the 
oversight whereby the counties em- 
braced in more than one Assembly 
District were shut out in part from 
representation. On the motion of Cut- 
ter, the basis of apportionment was 
amended to read as follows: “One 
delegate for each Assermbly District 
within a Congress District; provided 
that where any Assembly District em- 
braces more than ong county, there 
shall be one delegate for each county 
and fractional part of county in the 
Assembly District.” This amendment 
was adopted without discussion. 

A. J. Pillsbury presented a resolu- 
tion providing for the selection of 
County and State committees. He 
argued that at the primary elections 
held for the purpose of electing dele- 
gates to the county conventions, a cen- 
tral committeeman should also. be 
elected from each precinct; these to 
organize by electing a chairman, who 
would have the power, with their con- 
sent, to select an executive commit-. 
tee to manage the county campaign 
for two years. He also recommended 
that at the Assembly District con- 
ventions, State Central Committee- 
men be elected, the men so elected 
to organize and elect a chairman, who 
should be empowered to select the 
Executive Committee to handle the 
State campaign. On motion of Cut- 
ter, this resolution was referred to 
the next State convention.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 6.—The 
Republican State campaign was prac- 
tically opened this afternoon, when 
the State Central Cgmmittee of the 
party assembled and issued a call for 
conventions in the Congress districts, 
and for a State convention to elect 
delegates to the Republican National 
Convention. It was decided that the 
convention shall be held in Sacra- 
mento. 

The contest as to where the cdnven- 
tion should be, held was brought up 
by Senator Cutter of Yuba, who moved 
that the convention be held at Sacra- 
mento. George C. Ross of San Mateo 
moved to amend by making it Santa 
Cruz. 

Duncan McPherson of Santa Cruz 
then presented the claims of that city 
for the convention in an elaborate 
speech, extolling the beauties of the 
seaside city. He said that although 
Santa Cruz is one of the banner KRe- 
publican counties of the State, it has 
never vet been honored with a State 
convention of the party. In justice 
to the county, he asked that Santa 
Cruz be recognized this time. 

Grove L. Jonnson of Sacramento fol- 
lowed with a presentation of Sacra- 
mento’s claims. He subdmitted a 
letter received from Sacramento 
citizens guaranteeing to defray 
the expenses fo the convention. On 
the ground of convenience and economy 
he urged that e convention go to 
Sacramento. 

D C. Clark of Santa Cruz spoke for 
that city, urging that the climate of 
Santa Cruz at this time of,the year is 
so much superior to that of Sacramento 
that the delegates should have no hes- 
itancy in making their decision. George 
‘ Ross of San Mateo also spoke for 
Santa Cruz. 

On taking a vote the amendment was 
lost by a large vote, and the commit- 
tee accordingly decided to hold the 
convention in Sacramento. 

SANTA BARBARA'S CLAIMS. 
{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.} 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 6.—The 
claims of Santa Barbara were not for- 
mally presented to the committee for 
the reason that the present committee 
had no authority to fix the place for 
holding the September convention, 
which the delegation from Santa Bar- 
bara was most desirous of securing. 

The delegation did considerable mis- 
sionary work among the members of 
the committee, however, and created a 
favorable sentiment in behalf of Santa 
Barbara as the place to hold the fall 
convention. 


DEMOCRATS WIN 
THE FIRST LEGAL SKIRMISH. 


COURT OF APPEALS UPHOLDS THE 
 'LEGISLATURE’S ACTION. 

Republicans Will Now Try to Secure 
a. Hearing Before the Supreme Court 
Although Courts are Held to Have 
No Power in the Case—Sensational 
Story of Plot for Wholesale Mur- 
der—Testimony Before Grand Jury. 


{A. P. DAY REPORT.) 

FRANKFORT (Ky.,) April 6.—The 
Court of Appeals today handed down 4 
decision in the Governorship contest 
in favor of the Democrats. The opin- 
ion is by six of the judges, four Demo- 
crats and two Republicans. One. Re- 
publican, Durelle, dissented. 

Judge Durelle was the only judge 
dissenting. The other two Republican 
judges, Burnam and Guffy, gave a sep- 
arate opinion from the Democratic 
judges, but which agreed with the 
Democratic members in its conclusion. 
Judge Hobson wrote the opinion of the 
court. The concurrence of Judges 
Burnam and Guffty with the four Dem- 
ocratic judges was a surprise generally, 
but to the Republicans especially, and 
there is much speculation as to whether 
the talked-of appeal to the Supreme 
‘Court will be prosecuted. 

The opinion holds that the action of 
the Legislature in seating Gov. Beck- 
ham was final, and that the courts 
have no power to review it; that Gov. 
Taylor exceeded his authority in ad- 
journing the Legislature to London, 
and that the journals of the two 
houses of the Legislature being regu- 
lar, cannot be impeached. 

The Republicans will now try to get 
a hearing before the United States Su- 
preme Court. Thirty days must elapse 
before the mandate of the Court of 
Appeals in accordance with today’s de- 
cision is issued. Meanwhile no radi- 
cal change in the relative positions of 
the two State governments is ex- 
pected. 

» REPUBLICANS’ OPINIONS. 
{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

FRANKFORT, April 6.—Judges Bur- 
nam and Guffy, Republicans, while con- 
curring in the decision of the court, dis- 
sented from the reasoning. Judge Bur- 
nam’s opinion said: 

“It is hard to imagine a more flagrant 
and partisan disregard of the modes of 
procedure than is made manifest by 
the facts alleged and relied on by 
contestees and admitted by demurrer, 
and I am firmly convinced from ad- 
mitted facts that the Legislature, in 
the heat of anged engendered in tense 
partisan excitement, have done two 
faithful, conscientious and able public 
servants an irreparable injury in de- 
priving them of the office to which they 
were elected, and a still greater wrong 
to the large majority of the electors 
who voted under difficult circum- 
stances to elect these servants. 

“But we are met at the threshold 
with the contention that the courts of 
the State, under the Constitutino, have 
no power to go behind the legislative 
journal and review the ‘judgment of 
the assembly in the proceedings over 
which they are given by the Constitu- 
tion exclusive jurisdiction, and from 
whose determination of the question 
no appeal is provided. I have been led, 
with’ some reluctance, to the conclu- 
sion, and not without some misgivings 
as to its correctness, thet there § is 
no power in the courts of the State 
to revew the findngs of the general 
Assembly in a contested election for the 
offices of Governor and Limmejaont- 
Governor, as shown by its only au- 
thenticated records, Many questions

Marshall 
will be carried to the Supreme Court

WHOLESALE MURDER PLOT. 
SENSATIONAL ACCOUNT OF IT. 
[A. P. DAY REPORT.1 

LOUISVILLE (Ky.,) April 6—The 
Courier-Journal prints a circumstan- 
tial story which purports to give the 
details of the conception and execu- 
tion of the plot to kill Senator Goebel. 


The story is based upon evidence 


sald to have been given to the attor- 
neys for the prosecution by F. Whar- 
ton Golden, W. H. Culton, H. E. Yout- 
sey and others. The story gives the 
names of the man suspected of having 
fired the shot that killed Goebel. He 
is a Clay-county feudist, and has not 
yet been arrested. The men impli- 
cated in the conspiracy are the same 
that were implicated by Golden's tes- 
timony, several of whom are now under 
arrest, while others are either in the 
mountains or in neighboring States. 
The story. follows Golden's Yest'& 
mony as to the plan to cause.a riot in 
the Legislature, during which Demo- 
cratie members ~were to have been 
killed: tells how the alleged plan to 
kill Goebel was carried out, of the 
purchase from a well-known Cincin- 
nati house of twenty-six steel-bullet, 
smokeless-powder cartridges, procur- 
ingg of the 38-caliber rifle with which 
the shooting is said to have been done, 
the weapon having been returned an 
hour afterward, and the payment of 
$609 in advance to the man who di 
the shooting. After the shooting, the 
man who did the work is said to have 
been escorted to the mountains by 
armed men.

MURDER AND SUICIDE. 


W. H. ALEXANDER’S BRUTALITY. 
{A. I. KiGHT RIPORT.) 

ST..HELENA, April 6.—Last night, 
about midnight, W. H. Alexander, liv- 
ing two miles east of town, murdered 
his wife and ended his own life by 
cutting his throat.

POLICE COURT NOTES. 


AKERS DID NOT STEAL THOSE 
RUBBER HEELS. 


dames Akers, a bright colored lad, 
who had been employed as a delivery 
boy in a Broadway shoe store, success- 
fully defended himself against a charge 
of petty larceny in the Police Court 
yesterday. Akers was accused by his 
employer of having stolen six pairs 
of rubber heels, which he sold to an- 
other shoe dealer.

VIIIL—JANE AUSTEN. 
(1775-1817.) 
BY CHARLOTTE BREWSTER JORDAN. 
The life of Jane Austen was just the 
life which she depicte with such finish 
in her books—tranquil and singularly 
void of incident. She was wonderfully 
beloved bl little children because of her 
delightful facility of improvising in- 
definitely the long, enchanting stories 
so tyrannically demanded by interested 
childhood. Alone with these simple- 
hearted hearers, the gentle satirist in- . 
dulged their tastes for the characters of 
romance and fairy-lore which never 
appear in her realistic, tranquil books. 
The unruffied calm of the Stevenson 
rectory, where Jane Austen was born 
in 1775, lent itself easily to the life de- 
picted in “Pride and Prejudice” and 
“Sense and Sensibility.”” The threads 
of her childish experiences and diver- 
sions were interwoven, -she said, into 
her uneventful tales “as the bird uses 
the odd bits of wool or moss in the 
hedgerows near to weave into the tiny 
fabric of its nest.” Her first literary 
impulses were started by the amatetr 
barnstorming in which all the family 
indulged. Jane wrote the plays and 
hatched the plote for this home-acting 
under the supervision of the kindly 
vicar who afterward encouraged his 
daughter to take the short step from 
amateur effort to more mature work. 
Next to homespun play-acting the 
great evént of the year was something 
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owner. So Jane and Cassandra laughed — 
at their father’s discomfiture ané@ 
stowed “Pride and Prejudice” in & 
corner of the garret where it stayed: 
cozily for eleven years. Before its pub-« 
lication (1813) the loving father had 
passed away, never suspecting thar 
posterity would verify his verdict and 
call him a geeer.

She wae so devoted to her eister Cas- 
sandra that when this beloved elder 
sister was sent school, _iittle 
Jane, three years her junior, and too 
young to study, trudged along by ner 
side, enduring the long wearisomeness 
of an eighteenth century school, merely 
that they might not be separated. Mrs. 
Austen justified this proceeding by de- 
claring that such was their devotion 
that if Cassandra were to be beheaded 
Jane would plead to be beheaded too. 
It was not long, however, before Jane 
was abreast of her old sister and her 
brothers, too,. both physically and 
mentally, declaring when her brothers 
were preparing for college that she 
knew all the things that they knew, be- 
sides all the things she knew herself. | 

A cousin whose husband had been 
guillotined during the French revolu- 
tion taught them conversational French 
and the good rector supplied all their 
college studies. No mention is made in 
the family annals of any especial tn- 
terest attaching to this cousin because 
of her troublous life in France, and 
Jane Austen’s novels give no hint of 
the revolutionary throes that were ag- 
itating England, America and France. 
She never traveled 200 miles from home 
and wisely refrained from mirroring 
any life but that with which she was 
well acquainted. | 

Jane Austen and her sister were es- 
pecially fond of the mild gayeties of 
the neighborhod. And she records with 
glee taking part in every dance at a 
country ball long after she and her 
sister, in order to avoid the tyranny of 
fashionable head-dressing, had adopted 
the prevailing style of wearing old 
lady’s caps, and she furthermore states 
that, like Catherine Morland in “North- 
anger Abbey,” “her spirit danced with- 
in her as she danced in her chair all 
the way home.” Tall, graceful. gay, 
absolutely amiable, she was greatly be- 
loved in the family circle, where she 
was an expert housekeeper, an ac- 
complished needlewoman and “es- 
pecially great in eatin-stitch.” what- 
ever that may be. She wrote her books 
so naturally in the famfy sitting room 
at the family desk that she led her 
relatives to believe that novel-writing 
was just about the easiest thing In the 
world. It certainly argues much for the 
fine equilibrium of her nerves, that she 
could write. amid the hubbub of the 
family circle, novele whose finish 
George Eliot, the most painstaking of 
authors. has pronounced “flawless” and 
which Macaulav said were “worth al) 
Dickens and Pliny put together.” 

It is almost pathetic to read of the 
struggles undergone by the Rev. George 
Austen in his efforts to pass inypartia’ 
judgment upon his daughter’s eketches 
of the simple folk around. He realized 
with delight her fine sense of dis. 
crimination, he chuckled over her sub- 
satirical humor, and he rejoiced when 
her delicate irony stopped short on the 
threshold of cynicism, but then he was 
her father, and he was judging her pa- 
ternally and not comnaratively, and 
that would never do. So he canacten- 
tiously set himself a six manth’s course 
of novel reading. emerging therefrom 
more deeply rooted than ever in his 
original wonviction. He accordingly 
wrote to a skeptical publisher assur- 
ing him that he possessed the manu- 
script of a yolume superior to anything 
from the quills of Miss Burney and 
Miss Edceworth, and, therefore, not to 
be parted with lightly. The worthy 
publisher replied in a manne- which 
seems to have founded a precedent 
among modern editors, that he declined

When it came to& 
his knowledge, therefore, that his 
favorite author was in London nursing 
her brother he sent his chaplain’ to 
wait upon her, to invite her to Cariton 
house and to give her permission te 
dedicate her next novel to him. She 
accordingly dedicated “Emma” to her 
considerate patron, at the same time 
ridiculing politely the chaplain’s hint 
that “an historical romance illustrative 
of the august house of Cobo would 
just now be very intefesting.” “I could 
not sit down to write a serious 
romance,” replied Jane Austen, “under 
any other motive than to save my life, 
and if it were indispensable for me to 
keep it up - never relax into laughter 
at myself oF at other people, I am sure 
I should be hung before I had finished 
the first chapter. No, I must keep te 
my own etyle and go on my own 
way.” 

At the age of 42 her tranquil life, une 

selfish to the last, came to an end. She 
passed away entirely content with the 
doubtful reception which had been ac- 
corded to her efforts, never imagining 
that her home would become a literary 
Mecca, her desk a shrine to which 
many a devotee would journey. The 
works of this artist In gentleness 
been likened, because of their fidelity 
to the minutiae of life, to the detailed 
work of the Dutch genre painters; but 
the comparison is not entirely satis- 
factory. For, while Miss Austen’s 
pictures of her humdrum, ovunelectrie, 
untelegraphic neighborhood were quite 
as faithful as those of the Dutch 
artists, they lacked completely the 
coarseness which frequently disfigured 
their canvasses. After all her own come- 
parison is the best, in which she alludes 
to her work as the “little bit of tvory 
on which I work with so fine a 
as to produce little effect after much 
labor.” 
These dignified miniatures of the come 
mon-place were restful because of the 
striking absence of any striving for ef- 
fect. While her early death was, in 
many ways, greatly to be deplored, 
still, from the very narrowness of her 
range, it was probably better for hep 
reputation that she did not too free 
quently ring the changes upon her lime 
ited theme. 

Among Jane Austen’s favorite 
thors was Sir Walter Scott: she would, 
therefore, have found difficulty in cof 
prehending the high praise of Geo 
Henrv Lewes who, declared that e 
would rather have written “Pride and 
Prejudice” than all of the Waverley 
novels. Perhaps even more precious to 
her would have been the encomiums of 
the author of Waverley himself. who 
exclaimed after reading “Pride and 
Préjudice” for the third time: ‘That 
young ladv had a talent for describe 
ing the involvements, feelings and 
characters of ordinary life which Its to 
me the most wonderful I have ever met 
with. The big bow-wow I can do my- 
self like anvone going, but the exe- 
auisite touch which renders common 
things and characters interesting from 
the truth of the description and the 
sentiment is denied me. What a pity 
sO gifted a creature died so young!” ¢

THE GILMORE INCIDENT. 


DISAPPEARANCE OF THE YORK- 
TOWN'S LAUNCH. 
{From “Campaigning in the Philip- 
pines:"} In the latter part of March, 
during the period covered by this chap- 
ter, the gunboat Yorktown was ordered 
to patrol the coast of Luzon. After Jib- 
erating foreign residents in towns 
where they were held as prisoners, the 
Yorktown proceeded northward as far 
as the province of El Principe, stop- 
ping at the capital town of Bales, where 
she arrived April 12. The province con- 
tains about 60,000 inhabitants, and is a 
mountainous country. The town of 
Bales has a population of nearly 12,000, 
and is ten days’ distant by land from 
Manila—three days on horseback and 
seven by coach. So isolated is the place 
that neither the natives nor Spanish 
residents were aware of events trans- 
piring in Manila, nor of their changes 
relations to each other, or the world. 
The —" had maintained a garri- 
son at Bales, which for nearly a year 
had been besieged by the insurrectos, a 
siege which was céntinued notwith- 
Standing surrender of Spain's claims to 
sovereignty. The garrison consisted of 
eighty-three soldiers, three officers and 
two priests, who were defending them- 
selves in a church. The mission of the

CLOSING SYMPHONY CONCERT. 


The final regular concert of the sea- 
son, by the Los Angeles Symphony 
Orchestra, was given yesterday after- 
noon at the Los Angeles Theater be- 
fore another large audience. The per- 
formance opened with Beethoven's 
“Coriolanus’ overture, a thing of 
beauty and a joy—while it lasted. The 
work is one of the three noble over- 
tures which might be classed in the. 
category with the ‘“Eroica” and C 
minor symphonies by the same master. 
Two delightful and cordially-received 
numbers were the lyric pieces for 
string orchestra, by M. Mason, a 
Southern California composer. These 
compositions, though in small form, 
make very acceptable acquisitions to 
the better class of orchestral music. 
Both are full of tender sentiment and 
interesting harmonic progressions. The 

incipal theme in the “Moderato” is 
Cease and well treated.

It did not; nor 
could such have been expected. That 
the symphony, which is doubtless the 
most ambitious work yet undertaken 
by the orchestra, received as good a 
presentation as it did, bespeaks much 
for the ability of Mr. Hamilton and 
the capabilities of his forces—the lat- 
ter in large part, at least. There were 
rough places, especially noticeable at 
critical points, in the first movement, 
and some portions of the closing move- 
ment suffered like treatment. The 
composition claims considerable  vir- 
tuosity on the part of the first violins 
and ‘cellos, especially, and, be it said, 
their work was admirable. The tone 
and precision of the former, in the 
numerous chromatics and sharply-de- 
fined phrases, were excellent. The 
simple, yet bold, brilliant, military-like 
themes of the third—allegro molto 
adagio—movement, were effective, as, 
too, in a different way were the oddity 
and beauty of the 5-4 time second 
movement. 

The symphony, in contrast to es- 
tablished form, ended with a slow 
movement, the “Adagio Lamentoso,”’

eTHE DARK RIVER. 

Col. John A. Turley, Once Com- 
mander of the Ninety-first Ohio 
‘Voluntcers—Despsrately Wounded in 
Front of Lynchburg, on the Famous 
“unter Raid”—A Pioneer of South- 
ern Ohio—Sketch of His Life. 


Col. John A. Turley of Portsmouth, 
O., died at the residence of his son in 
that city on the 20th ult. 

Col. Tarley was one of the oldest citi- 
zens of Southern Ohio, and for many 
years had been prominent as man, pol- 
iticlan and official He was @ — 
of the great war, born June 1. gyge Mo 
Moorefield, Hardy county, “Old r 

In 1838 he settled in Scioto county, O.. 
and became a large landholder in vost 
Scioto Valley, where his fine socia 
qualities and superior education were 
at once recognized. He was ee 
of the township for several years, 
in 1848 was clected on the Whig ticket 
the General Assembly of Ohio, as rep- 
resentative from Scioto and Lawrence 

unties.

Col. Turley was brigade inspector, with 
the rank of major, by commission of 
Gov. Chase, and aided Capt. Bailey in 
raising the first company of volunteers 
for the suppression of the rebellion, 
going with the company 4s an escort to 
its camp at Lancaster, Pa- 

Returning, he raised Co. G of the 
Twenty-second Ohio Infantry, received 
the unanimous vote of the company as 
captain, was commissioned as captain 
by Gov. Chase, and on the 4th of May, 
1861, took his “ees =e 4 to Camp Jack- 
son, Columbus. He Was elected licu- 
tenant-colonel of the regiment, and 
subsequently became colone! of the 
Ninety-first Ohio Infantry. Col Turley 
was wounded near Lynchburg, Va., on 
the historic Hunter raid, during the in- 
trepid advance of his gallant bri 
(Second Brigade, Third Division, Army

AND MEAT INSPECTORS. 
Discoveries of Tuberculosis in Herds. 
Eight Cows” in a Compton Dairy 
Killed—Work of Examination Still 
Going On—Inspectors Suggest That 

Families Boil Milk. 


That bovine tuberculosis exists at 
Gairies daily supplying milk to the 
Los Angeles market and in cattle that 
are slaughtered for the meat markets 
of this city, has been more than sus- 
pected for months by the city health 
authorities; but the full extent of the 
@anger was not known until this week. 
Since last Monday City Meat Inspector 
Fred T. Hughes and Milk Inspector 
George Hood have killed eight cows at 
one dairy, that of J. . Barron of 
Compton, all of therm’ having been 
found to be afflicted with that dread 
Gisease. During the past month these 
Officials have been devoting most of 
their time to the inspection of the 
Gairies near the city, particulariy with 
view to discovering whether t:bercu- 
losis exists. The discovery of so many 
cases near Compton has necessitated a 
closer inspection of the herds there 
than at other places, and this has not 
left the officers time to complete the 
task on which they started, but it has 
served to prove the necessity for thor- 
Ough inspection of the sources of the 
miik and meat supply of the city. 

At the Compton dairy the tuberculin 
test was applied to seven of the cows. 
All were found to be diseased, and as 
there was no chance of curing them. 
they were killed and their bodies 
Durned. The eighth cow was also killed, 
the presence of the disease being shown 
without the usual test. The owner of 

dairy, instead of grumbling about 
the loss of so many cattle, has been 
assisting the officers in every possible 
manner, and yesterday, after four of 
his cows had been killed, he stated that 
he would rather lose his entire herd 
than to be the means of causing any 
child to contract such a disease through 
drinking the milk. He is trying to erad- 
feate the taint from his herd, and has 
insisted that the test be applied to all 
the cows, something over 100. 

“If the people of the city only under- 
stood the danger they encounter in 
Grinking milk from almost any dairy, 
they would take every precaution.”

City Engineer Olmsted first cntied

it is completed. He said he might 
have proceeded under these specifica- 
tions and authorized the outlay neces- 
sary for what will have to be done, but 
he feared that the expense would be 
great, and therefore he wanted the 
Council to assume the responsibility. 
He then explained the difficulty tn the 
tunnel. 

In making the excavations the work- 
men have encountered a layer of earth, 
which, when exposed to the air, un- 
dergoes some chemical change that 
causes it to expand with resistless 
force, breaking everything in its way, 
and causing the brick arch to crack 
and sag to an alarming extent. The 
discovery of this layer of earth fs not 
a& new thing: it has been known to the 
engineer and the tunnel contractors for 
nearly a month, but they did not make 
the information public because they 
hoped to be able to solve the problem 
without great expense. When it was 
first discovered, supports were placed 
under it, and the effect of the swelling 
of the ground was closely watched. 
Some of these supports, 12x12 timbers, 
are broken like straws, and others 
have been crushed to one-sixth their 
former diameter. The pressure has 
been exerted gradually, Deputy City 
Engineer Quinton comparing it to the 
turning of a screw, but he said that 
nothing could withstand it. Mr. Quin- 
ton said that such experience is not 
new in tunnel work. In the famous 
Sutro tunnel this earth had to be re- 
moved seven times at a cost of hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars, and else- 
where such difficulties have been ex- 
perienced. There is no means of stop- 
ping the pressure, he said, and it has 
sometimes pened that important 
— has had to be abandoned because 

City Engineer Olmsted explained that 
the contractor is responsible for get- 
ting a hole through the hill, but the 
city had to, look out for the lining of 
brick and concrete, and therefore any- 
thing which endangered this lining was 
necessarily a source of expense to the 
city and not to the contractor. He is 
ready to proceed. and it is necessary 
that something be done at onge, for 
the entire brick arch may tumble tn at 
any time as a result of the increasing 
pressure. He did not know what would 
be the cost of trying to prevent further 
damage by putting in a heavier ring 
of brick and proper supports, because 
he did not know the extent of the layer 
of expanding earth. Taking it at 100 
feet. he thought the material alone 
would cost about $3800. and the cost of 
putting in this material may be $5900. 
and may be $10,000. according to what 
is encountered as the work proceeds.

electric current distributed through its 
system at the rate of 15 cents per 1000

It was also agreed, it is alleged, that 
if the Edison Company should at any 
time reduce its regular rates for in- 
candescent lighting below the rate of.

BILDERRAIN’S EXAMINATION. 


HUMANE OFFICER TELLS HOW 
HB WAS OFFERED MONEY. 

The preliminary examination of 
Ygnacio Bilderrain on the charge ; of 
offering and giving a bribe to W.: B. 
Craig, executive officer of the local 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals, to refrain from interfer- 
ing with the sport of cock-fighting, 
was commenced yesterday before Jus- 
tice Austin. 


* There were present, besides Senator 
‘White, Earl Rogers, Esq., and two 
lesser legal lights, all interested in the 
defense. The prosecution was repre- 
sented by Deputy District Attorney 
cS bers and W. M. Bowman, attor- 
ney for the Humane Societv. The first 
witness called was Deputy County 
Clerk Watson, who testified in regard 
to the Los Angeles Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals be- 
ing a regularly incorporated body. 
The next witness was W. B. Craig, 
to whom the alleged bribe was given. 
Attorney Rogers objected at the start 
to Craig calling himself a “humane of- 
ficer.” It was patent from this and 
other hints dropped by counsel for the 
defense that Mr. Craig’s authority as 
an officer of the law would be sharply 
questioned, and that the defense would 
bank more on technicalities of the law 
than on questions of fact. : ‘ 
Mr. Craig, on direct examination, 
related the story of the alleged bribery. 
He said  Bilderrain’s first overtures 
were made through a policeman (Offi- 
cer Talamantes,) who informed him 
that Bilderrain was anxious for an 
interview. Craig sent word to the 
cock-fighter and all-around sport, that 
he was welcome to call at his office 
at the Police Station at any time that 
suited his convenience. Bilderrain 
called on him March 1, and introduced 
himself as a man who had a great deal 
of political influence, and then led up 
to the subject of cock-fighting by in- 
timating that Craig would not lose 
anything by taking his family to 
Pasadena on Sundays, instead of wast- 
ing his energies in the attempt to pre- 
vent cocking mains. Craig has no 
family to take on Sunday junkets, but 
he pretended that he would think the 
matter over, and asked‘ Bilderrain to 
call again. MBilderrain did so, but 
Craig, in the mean time, took counsel 
with Chief of Police Elton, and laid a 
trap for the impresario of cock fights. 
It was on March 17, when Bilderrain 
called the second time, aecording to 
the witness. Craig pretended that he 
had another engagement just 
and fixed an hour later in the dav 
for Bilderrain to come again. Before 
Bilderrain reappeared Chief Elton hid 
himself in a closet in Craig's office, 
where he could see and hear all that 
took place in the room. When Bilder- 
rain returned, Craig closed the door 
and windows and told his visitor to 
speak loud, as he had a bad cold in 
the head, and was hard of hearing. 
Bilderrain drew up a chair and went 
on to tell how he had fixed the police 
and constables, and promised that 
Craig would also be taken care of if 
he would manage to keep out of the 
way on Sundays when rooster fights 
were in progress. As an earnest of 
his good intentions he slipped a $20 
gold piece in Craig’s hand. Craig 
laid the money on his desk. placed‘a 
blotting pad over it, and then pinned 
it down with his elbow to make sure 
it¢would not take win~s and fly away. 
After a little further conversation 
Bilderrain asked Craig to give him 
25 cents, so that if any on@ should ever 
get wind of the $20 transaction, and 
accuse him of having ~iven a bribe 
of $20, he could truthfully say it was 
a lie, as the amount given would 
reality be only °%19.75. Craig did as 
he was requested, and Bilderrain then 
took his departure, only to be ar- 
rested as he was leaving the building 
by Chief Elton, who followed and over- 
took him just as he reached the street. 
The cross-examination of Craig had 
only begun, when an adjournment was 


taken.

rof the disposition of large armies in 


to ctice this knowledge, when, 
1877. he found himeelf at the head 
of the Turkish forces and confronted 
by the ablest generals of the day, the 
Grand Duke Nicholas, Lieut.-Gen. 
Gourko and Gen. Skobeleff. The Rus- 
sian leaders met Osman Pasha at 
Pievna and were repulsed three times, 
gecutively; although they had 150,- 
00 men and 500 guns, while he had but 
70,000 men and seventy-seven guns. 
His brilliant defense of Plevna re- 
mains a military achievement perhaps 
unsur in history. In 
he, with the aid of Tewfik Pasha, con- 
structed one of the mast elaborate and 
perfect systems of field fortifications 
the world has ever known. A chain 
of earthen redoubts, seven feet in 
t and twenty in thickness, was 


‘built around the town of Plevna, in 


the form of a horseshoe, with the 
town in the “frog” of the foot, as it 
were. Back of these redoubts were 
gnounted the field pieces, which were 
fired through apertures protected by 
bonnettes. Men mounted steps, and 
protected by banquettes, shot from 
over the field pieces. Many of the 
redoubts were arranged to accommo- 
date not only the artillerymen, but 


whole troops of cavalry, horses and all.. 


The famous redoubt of Grivitza con- 
tained 4000 men. These fortifications, 
entrenchments and protections were £0 
arranged that when a combined de- 
fense was in progress an unremitting 
fire of three, and in some places four, 
tiers of rifles was kept up. e 
combined factors of rapid rifle fire 
_and impenetrable fortifications proved 
to be the features of this remarkable 
defense. The skill and tenacity with 
which Osman Pasha defended Plevna 
won for him the sobriquet of “Gazhi 
the Victorious,” a title previously 
given to Osman I, founder of the Ot- 
-toman empire, a man of similar quali- 
ties and characteristics. 

At the close of the second battle of 
Pievna, the Sultan sent an  aid-de- 
camp to Osman Pasha with the highest 
military decoration of the Turkish 
empire, the first order of the Osmanili. 
He also sent a special dispatch con- 
gratulating him upon his success, to- 
gether with a magnificent sword, with 
the hilt set in diamonds. Osman 
Pasha’s true greatness was manifested 
when he immediately addressed his 
troops, giving them the entire credit 
of the victory, and saying that he wes 
but their leader. KM was a graceful 
appreciation of their endurance and 
geal during that desperate fight, for 
they had fought as few men do, and 
through their bravery had won for 
him a great victory. 

The Turkish soldier is a marvel of 
endurance—his religion prepares and 
stimulates him for this life, for in the

It is beautiful and artistic, and blends 
harmoniously with the dark pictur- 
esqueness of the Turk and his sur- 
rounding. The standard of the Pasha 
is a tail of a horse or yak surmounted 
by a shining crescent. There are three 
ranks of Pashas. The first and highest 
has a standard with three tails, the 
lowest a standard with one tall. The 
title belongs to an officer of state or 
military function. Next to the Sul- 
tan, the appellation of Osman Pasha 
signifies the greatest distinction that

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

THE FAMINE IN INDIA. Dur- 
ing the course of his remarks, in ad- 
dressing the Council on the Budget 
Wednesday, the Viceroy. Lord Curzon, 
said the loss to the wheat crop caused 
by the drought during the presen? 
year was £8,000,000 to £10,000,000. He 
added that the loss to the cotton crop 
was £7,000,000, while the oil-seed crop, 
usually covering 18,000,000 acres, was 
nonexistent outside of Bengal and the 
northwest provinces.

FOR HOME MARKET. The waste 
in the exportation of corn on the cob 
is less than in the export of coal. The 
object of this country should be to 
eed its own corn and wheat, distill 
its own rye and burn its own coal, 
leaving the foreign world to buy the 
finished products only, says the Pitts- 
burgh Dispatch. That is the condi- 
tion Germany is Systematically striv- 
ing for, and rapidly approaching—the 
export of finished products and the 
importation only of raw materials, for 
in this condition the largest possible 
amount of labor is given profitable 
employment. To that end the Ger- 
man industrial schools are working. 
The advantage of the United States 
lies in the fact that its abundant re- 
sources enable it to export even raw 
materials more cheaply than they can 
be produced in Europe—particularly 
coal, iron ore, corn and wheat. With 
the requisite industrial training to 
convert these materials into their 
higher forms, the cheapness of the 
raw commodities will enable Ameri-. 
cans to export the surplus in finished 
products. More important still, it will 
enable the country to support a vasily 
larger number of skilled labo ers to 
consume flour and meal at home, 
without the expense of payine ocean 
freights. 


AGAINST PARCELS POST. A 
measure now before €ongress for the 
establishment of a parcels post sys- 
tem in this country, is being vigor- 
ously urged by parties whose interests 
will be conserved by it. Those who 
are interested in the passage of the 
bill are, naturally, the big department 
stores and mail-order houses. 

The parcels post system is in vogue 
in Great Britain, and by means of it 
merchandise and live stock are sent 
to all parts of the country through 
the mails. It is the purpose of the 
advocates of the present bill to have 
the United States government follow 
the same policy. 

The third assistant Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, E. C. Madden, has recommended 
that postage on merchandise be cut 
from 16 cents a pound to 8 cents a 
pound; in other words, that fourth- 
class matter, which goes through the 
mails for 1 cent an ounce, be consoli- 
»dated with third-class matter, upon 
Which the postage rate is one-half 
cent an ounce. 
Express men and freight carriers 
Say the proposed reduction of one-half 
in cost of transportation would mean 
a transportation business for the gOvV- 
ernment ten times as great as here- 
tofore, and the expense attendant upon 
such a business would be increased 
enormously. Especially would this be 
the case, they say, if the present limit 
of four pounds was removed, as is 
the purpose of the advocates of the 
parcels post system. . 
“For 8 cents a pound the government 
will agree to carry merchandise one 
mile, says the New York Commercial, 
and for the same price it will agree 
to carry the same amount 3000 miles. 
What will be the result? Why, the 
express companies will get all the 
short hauls, and make a wrofit, while 
the government will get all the long 
hauls, and lose, on the transaction, 
many times the rate of postage. 

' “The system may do well in England, 
because it is a smal! country, and no 
merchandise can be sent very far. It 
fs different here. This is a country 
of magnificent distances, and if. the 
government attempts (to transport 
merchandise in quantities across this 
continent, or half-way across it. at 8 
cents a pound, the deficit will be 
greater than ever.” 

This proposed system of domestic 
parcels post is a blow at the economié 
welfare of the country. It means the 
aggrandizement of a few department 
stores in the large cities, and the rtiin 
of small retailers and tradesmen all! 
over the country. The latter class is 
the mainstay and bulwark of the pros- 
perity and domestic trade of this 
country, and a system that menaces 
the business of this class strikes at the 
very foundation of the business  in- 
terests of the nation. The opposition 
of the. express companies and other 
carriers to the parcels post is slight 
compar to the clamor that has 
arisen frof® the small merchants.

STATE OF TRADE. 


DUN’S WEEKLY REVIEW. 
{[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 
NEW YORK, April 6é--R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
Weekly Review of Trade tomorrow. will say 
that only twice in twenty-five years would 
such failures as those of the first. quarter of 
190 seemed large. They are large compared 
with last year and 1898, and would have looked 
larger in 1888. The amount of liabilities, $546, - 
677,055, includes $21,161,000 for the United States 
Flouring Milling Company and $2,492,492 for 
sixteen banks and other financial corporations, 
leaving 25% commercial failures, with $33,022, 572 
liabilities. Actual defaults in manufacturing 
are smaller than in the first quarter of any 
other year except 1899 since classified failures 
began, as are trading liabilities, and while 
Massachusetts and New Enziand failures have 
been larger than in the first quarter of any 
other year since 1884, reports from other States 
and sections are mainly smaller than tin other 
years, excepting the last. In the Southern and 
Pacific Siates the failures were smaller than 
in the same quarter of any other year. It is 
to exceptional and not to-ceneral conditiona 
that any increase is due. Quarter!y reviews 
today show that outside the immediate effects 
of stock sSeculation and industrial consolida- 
tions, the volume of business hes been larger 
this-year than @ year ago. At that time, the 
ext@nsive rise in wages which follewed com- 
bination in many cases had not yet taken place 
and the purchasing power of the people was 
smatier than it is now. Very many of the 
usual spring demands for higher wages have 
been granted, or in part granted by compromise, 
so that no more than the usual hindrance from 
that source now seems probable. Kut some of 
the disputes threaten to last for some months. 
A little increase in foreign exports of wheat 
from Atlantic ports, flour included, 2,268,622 
bushels, against 2,074,789 bushels last year, 
served as occasion for a little rise, but the 
gain was lost later, and the week closes un- 
changed. Pacific exports were 1,025,125 bushels, 
against 392,876 bushels Igst year. The sinking 
in prices of wool continues, from lec to le more 
having been conceded this week to effect sales 
of considerable blocks. But sales for the week 
at three chief markets have been only 3,933,600 
pounds, and the absence of manufacturers from 
dealings still has its natural effect.

JUST BEFORE ELECTION. | 

SANTA MONICA, April 6.—[Regular 
Correspondence.) The last of the series 
of public rallies held by the no-saloon 
party will take place this evening. The 
gaioon men have been quietly working, 
without talking much in public. The 
election will come off Monday, and wide 
differences are noted in opinions as to 
whether the struggle to close the sa- 
loons will be successful. Some of the 


/no-saloon advocates claim a majority 


of over 100, and other observers think 
there will be a majority in favor of the 
saloons. It is generally admitted that 
if the election had been held soon after 
the no-saloon proposition was first pre- 
sented, there would have been a consid- 
erable majority in favor of it. With 
the subsidence of the first flush of en- 
thusiasm, however, there seems to 
have been some reduction in the num- 
bers of those supporting the no-saloon 
platform. It is believed that there will 
be no large majority either way. 

More than local interest in the no- 
saloon campaign has n awakened 
by its possible after effects. If the 
people of Santa Monica vote to close 
the saioons of this city, it is thought 
the idea will spread to other towns. 

There are three City Trustees to be 
elected, and seven candidates. The new 
Trustees are to take the positions now 
filled by R. C. Gillis, J. J. Carrillo and 
Moses Hostetter, whose terms of office 
are about to expire. The Jones faction, 
which has controlled the Board of City 
Trustees for the past four years, Is un- 
derstood to be in the strange position 
of having four candidates for the three 
offices to be filled in the board. C. H. 
Sammis, who is a nephew of Collis P. 
Huntington, 8. F. Carpenter and J. J. 
Carrillo are recognized as the chief re- 
cipients of the support of the Jones 
faction. Mr. Sammis, however, is sup- 
posed to have considerable personal in- 
terests, which the Joneses cannot dom- 
inate.

VENTURA COUNTY. 

SUED BY NAPA HOSPITAL. 
VENTURA, April 6.—[{Regular Cor- 
respondence.}] C. B. Seeley, treasurer 
of the Napa State Hospital, has 
brought suit against Ventura county 
for $1695, alleged to be due the hospital 
for the care, support and maintenance 
of James MeCarthv from May 18, 
1890, to October 18, 1899, a period of 
nine yiters and five months. Mce- 
Carthy was charged with the crime 
of robbery, but pleaded insanity, and 
was 80 adjudged by a jury. Judge 
Willams committed him to the 
Napa asylum, where he has been con- 
fined since May 18, 1890. According to 
the complaint, the regular charge at 
the hospital for the care of such per- 
sons is $15 per month, payable quar- 
terly in advance.
